Irow  exceedingly  he  iiath  wrefted  and  tcntcred  the  difcourft ,to  make  forae 
tiingat  leaft  fcenito  fpeak  in  it  to  thcflander  and  fcandalgf  that  reverend, 
atid  the  Gofpds and  his  Countries  faithfull  friend  and  fervant,  Mr.  Hfigi 
Fetors  I  1  thoughc  my  fclf  obliged"  inhonefty  ,  bciri^i  prefentatthedif- 
courfc,aiid  an  ear- witnes  of  the  fanae.,-  to  give  the  world  a  true,  inipar  tiall, 
pcrfed  relation  thereof ;  and  then  leave  thoinj  parti  all  wel-affefted  reader 
CO  judge  of  the  Relator,  and  his  relation  accordingly. 

But  before  1  come  to  give  yoir  the  Relatibn,of  the  Conference  between 
fhcin ;  I  fhall  take  leave  to  premifc  to  the  Riadfers  obfcrvation,  fome  fc w 
particulars ;  whereby  he  (hall  eafily  obfcrvc  the  Malignant  and  Qyillge^iHi 
oftherelato^andrelitionpublifti^d  ,  as  it  appears  to  infinuatc  into  the 
pcople,fufpitions  and  jealoufie  of  the  Parliament,Generall,Luut.  Gcnerall , 
and  the  whole  Army ;  and  on  gU  the  Faithfull  and  worthy  Patriots  of  the  - 
Cofninoii  wealth  :  thus  as  it  wfere-adding  more  fuell  to  incenfe  ,  and  in- 
flame the  malignant,  difcontented,  hot-fpur,  hair-braind  Spirits  of  the 
times,  untafuch  agings,  as  may  effedluate  their  mifchivous,  malignant  dc- 
figncs ,  for  the  ruine  and  deftrudion.of  the  Common- wealth ,  and  Free- 
State  ,  thus  newly  by  Gods  bkffing,and  their  uncefTant  endtavours  fettled 
and  eftabliflied,as  the  harvcft  and  reward  of  our  long  and  tedious  labours 
and  fuflFcrings  or  at  leaft  vent  their  perfonall  arid  private  malice  and  fpleen, 
in  that  they  cannot  be  efteemed  and  prefcrrtd,according  to  that  value  and 
won h  that  their  pride  and  felf-conceipt  hath  exaltcd/them  in  thdr  own 
thoughts  to  afpire  unto  and  all  this  they  would  colour  over  under  the 
pretence  ofrfanding  for  the  Laws  and  thcf  Peoples  Liber  ties,  although  thefc 
men  will  account  or  efteem  nothing  to  be  Law,  Juftice,  or  Freedome,  lon- 
ger than  it  ftands  with  their  private  ends  and  plcafurcs ;  thus  to  bear  them 
QUtand  juftifie  ihem  in  their  headie,ra(h,and  inconfidtrat  enterprifcs,they 
will  itand  for ,  and  c  y  up  any  rotten ,  oppreflive  ,  flaviili ,  ablolet  la vV, 
though  the  very  fclf-lame  laws  have  been  Dy  tht  m  cxcbiuu  d  again,  as  un- 
jiifl  and  u.ir'ghieous;  And  all  bccaufe  it  warrants  their  malignani,fi.jf  ull, 
rc4fonlellc  pcocccdings  and  aftions  in  the  accompliflxed  of  o.ic  or  boch 
~  '  '  "  .  their 


their  eviU  ends  ana  aeiigncs.  jtorenaemionea;  and  ,this  reader  i'      .  • 
jfindc  to  be  the  intent  and  purpofe  of  the  falfe     lato ' ,  i:i  !us  .  :i:.(ni 
of  tie  conference  between  Mr.  Peters  arid  Lieu t^XToll  fohyt  UHfot . ,  for 
rhou  flialc  in  the  enfuing  true  relation  obfervcttiaf  he  hath  noi  oialy  omir- 
ted  fome  things  and  words  that  were  fpoken  ;  but  alfo  added  many  olher  ; 
ifome  that  were  not ;  and  what  he  hath  related  of  truth ,  he  hath  wholly  ^ 
perverted,  mifapplyed  to  his  tvill  and  malicious  purpofe ;  and  fo  I  leave 
■  'him,  and  his  iriend  and  friends,to  the  convidion  of  t  heir  own  confcience.  . 
And  now  gentle  Reader,  I  proo-ed  to  give  thee  (  according  to  my 
promife,^  a  full,  true,  and  impartiall  relation  o{  the difcourfe,  tlat 
pafFed  between  them ,  not  adding  or  detrafting  any  one  word ,  oi.lyl- 
lable  as  necras  my  memory  ftiall  enable  me,  which  was  thus  ; 

Mr.  Tetersy  my  fclfe,  and  one  Captaine  Smith  of  the  Army,  comming 
to  the  Curtomf  Houfe  about  fomebufineffe,  and  walkmg  in  the  Watke  . 
there,  yix.Peters  was  (hamcfully  and  bafely  abufedand  vibfitd  in  flander-  { 
ous  words  and  execrations  by  the  Malignant  Porters,  and  Frock-men 
there,  foas  if  he  had  not  withdrawne  in  probabillity,  they  would  have 
&llen  on  his  perfon,  for  their  carriages  and  countenances  did  evidently 
fpcake  forth  their  mallitiouspurppfes Mr.  /'^rlrr/ thereupon  refolved  to 
goetothe  Tower,  where,  faid  he  tome,  iQiallfinde  fome  of  Collonell 
bridesmen,  vvho  through  the  Lievtenanc  of  the  Towers  alfiilance,  he  ^ 
being  my  very  good  friend,  I  fhall  procure  fomcofthem,  to  feize  fome  m 
one  or  other  of  thofeuncivill  rude  fellows.  Thus  we  went  to  theTower  ^\ 
together.and  as  we  wereentering  in  at  the  gate,  we  had  fomcdifcourlepf 
Lievtenanc  Co)^Qnd\  Lil^Hrfiej  ht:ins,  there,  the  place  onely  admimftring  jj^^ 
theoccafion  thereof,  in  that  we  had  formerly-knowne  Lievttenant  CoUo-  iti 
ndl  Lilbtirne:  So  Mr.  P^r^rj  comming  to  the  Lievtenant  of  the  Tower,  >l 
after  fomefalutes,  and  that  hehad  informed  himof  his  abufear  the  .Cu- 
ftofne  Houfe,  partly  of  hisowneminde,  and  partly  at  the  inftance  of  my 
felf  e  and  one  friend  more  j  he  defired  the  Lievtenant  of  tbeTowcrthat  he 
might  fee  Lievtenant  Collonell  fohn  LilbHrne ;  the  Lievtenant  of  the 
Tower  replyed,Sir,l  a^n  very  ftrict^nicare-uU  \^ho  I  permit  to  vifit  Hoi 
but  I  fhall  fuflfcr  you,  feeing  it  is  your  dclire ;  Mr.  Peters  replycd,  I  have  ; 
beene  acquainted  w\  k  him  formerly  and  feeing  I  am  come  hither,  fo  acci-  ] 
dentally,  I  defire  totjive  him  fome  good  counfell,  if  he  be  in  a  difpofitipn  * 
to  embrace  it ;  as  alfo  co  heart  from  his  owne  mouth  what  he  hath  to  fay  ^ 
for  himfelfein  reff^rcncc  to  his  ralli  counfcls  of  lace  :  So  the  Lievtenanc 
of  the  Tower,  Mr,  Titers,  my  fdfe  and  another  f  reind  being  alfo  defirous  ^ 
in  freindfliip  tofc-e  i  imjWenc  to  his  Iodging,where  we  found  him  at  dm-  3 
ner,with  wholfome  farc,though  meanc,which(after  falutes  pafTcd^occaG-  | 
oncd  as  1  lupf>p(edi  the  Ij^cvtcnan t  of  the  To wer  to  fay  toDun,  1  perceive  !

lievtcnant  ColloncU  ybur  fare  is  fntable  to  your  allowance. 

Yea  Sir,  rcplycd  the  Licvtenanc  Collonell,  the  fare  is  good  will  yoo> 
.  pleafc  to  fit  do  whe  Gentlemen  and  eatc  with  us  •  fo  we  fate  downeand, 
cate  with  him  and  his  wife,{he  being  then ardinner  with  hitn* 

Mr.  Peters  give  me  leave  to  be  pUin  with  you ,  faid  L.  Coll.  LUhm^ 
1  doubt  you  are  come  on  fome  defigne,  you  arc  fcnt  a  fifliing  by  your  great 
Matters: 

Mr.  Peters  rcplyed,  I  have  no  other  defigne  in  the  world  ^  but  to  give 
youa  friendly  vjfit  L.Coll  as  thefe  Gentl.cantcftifiei  my  commmg  hither 
I      being  meerlyacciden  tall. 

\         You  have.no  ctefigne  now ,  no  more  then  you  had  the  laft  year  when 

you  came  hither  ro  lye  in  the  Tower,  whiltft  the  Aldermen  Were  here  ? 
I  proFcifc  faid  Vii/Peters^in  the  prefencc  of  God,I  have  not  now,nor  had 
!      then  any  de  gn,  but  commhig  with  fome  of  the  Parliament  fouldiers  that 

Were  to  quarter  m  the  Tower ,  I  liked  Coll,  pvhites  houfe  fo  well,  for  the 
j  pkafantncs,  ayre,  and  con veniency  thereof  in  my  opinion,  that  I  took  up 
[  my  aboad  there  for  a  while,  for  my  health  fake :  but  you  fpeak  of  dcfigns^ 
j      as  ifaltmen  wereon  dcfignes?  Iproteft,  I  know  nodefign  my  fclf,  the 

Parliaraentorany  inthe  Army  have,  other  then  to  advance  the  glory  of 

God,  and  the  good  of  his  people. 

rYou  know  in  aPlay,  every  oncafts  hispart,and  foyou  only  ad  yours,and 
mother  his,  I  will  not  trull  any  of  your  or  their  faire  words,  or  proteftart- 
ons ;  r  kno  w  not  what  defigncs  they  have,  but  I  am  fure  they  would  take 
away  my  life  if  they  could: 

Why  ,  faid  Mr.  Peters,  who  goes  about  to  take  away  your  life,!  know 
no  man  that  feeks  your  life  f  you  may  live  long  enough  for  me  or  for  any 
ijpther  for  ought  1  know.^ 

I  care  not  for  my  life  reply cd  L.CoL  Lilh^rn  not  this,if  they  (hould  take 
*   it  away  as  they  dare  not :  but  they  were  as  good  take  it  away ,  as  keep  me 
here  and  take  away  my  livelihood,by  which  my  feUiwife  and  family  ihould 
fubfift. 

Why,hath  he  on  allowance  from  the  State,  faid  Ut.Tetcrs  to  the  Lieufc 
of  the  l  ower  ,  hath  he  not  ?  : 

Yes  faid  the  Lieut,  of  the  Tower  j  the  State  allows  him  twenty  fliillii^s 
a.  week,  if  he  would  accept  of  it,  as  the  reft  doe. 

Why,  will  you  not  accept  of  it,  faidMr.  Peters  f 

No  reply ed;  Lieut.^  Coll;.  Ll/hrne;  Ifcorn  to  undervalue  my  felffo 
muchastoacceptof  it,  I  had  rather  make  a  fliift  and  be  without  it;  lam 
fure  the  King  that  chey  have  put  to  death  for  a  Tyrant  allowed  more  then 
it,  to  :he  ipeancft  Priioner  that  ever  came  hither. 
;  Why  ?  what  hath  been  accuftomcd  to  be  allowed  faid  Mr.  Pcurs  / 


The  meaneft  pnToner  that  ever  amc  hither  hid  he  had  three  pound  a  / 
week :  the  wry  Sm  th  that  the  Eifliopof  C^nterbMry  fcnthithcr,  whofc 
I  head  is  now  on  London  bridge,  had  fo  miich  while  he  was  here. 

Is  ic  poflibKP  aid  Mr.  ¥et€r5\  yea  bucyouknow  L.QfdVi.Lilbome,  that 
I  the  Siatt  now  hath  many  more  ufes  and  occafions  for  money  then  the 
King  bad. 

I      I  deny  that  faid  L.  Coll.  LUheme^  how  can  that  be  f  they  have  all  the 

Kings  Revenues,  and  many  other  wayts  that  bring  in  money ,  that  he  had 

not ;  and  theicfbrc  may  as^  Well  allow  it  as  he  could. 

No,  but  indeed  the  State  is  very  bare  of  money  notwith^anding,in  that 

ihefc  troubks  have  occafioned  the  expercc  of  much  more  then  was  necd- 

full  in  a  tune  of  peace  : 
No,  faid  Lieut.  Coll.  LUborne  that  cannot  be  that  fuch  vaft  fummes  of 
I  moncyasthey  feave  had  and  have,  (hould  be  thus  expended :  whacwicha 
I  mifchief  Ibould  become  of  it  f  do  we  not  fee  ihii  Iretpn  and  CrcmwcU^ 
I  and  ycur  great  Mafters  the  Parliament  men  as  you  call  them ,  give  away  to 
t  one  another  thoufandi  of  it  at  a  clap;tbat  is  the  way  the  Common- wealths 
I  money  goes^ 

Indeed  replyed  Mr.  P^^^r j",thcy  have  given  money  among  them  hereto^ 
I  fore;  but  I  pray  you,  what  hath  been  given  of  late  ?  and  becaufe  you 
I  fpeakof  ,  what  hachhe  got ,  that  you  mention  him  ?  1  am  furc  I 
I  heard  a  ncer  friend  of  his  avcrre,  that  to  his  knowledge-,  thatfervice  for  the 
I  St^ite  had  impaired  and  hindrcd  him  in  his  own  tftatc  at  lead  30C0I. 

No  replyed  L.  Coll.  Z//£'i'r;?f,  what  needharh  he,  hs  father  hath  e- 
f  nough  given  him  for  himLlf  axd  Irettn  too ;  and  they  pifTe  both  in  one 
(  Glade,  and  know  wdi  enough  how  to  lliare  it  i  le  warrant  you  : 

Becaufe  you  mention  Cromwell  fo  much ;  what  hath  he  had  given  him, 
I  that  he  hath  not  defervcd,  by  his  many  great  and  indefatigable  fcrvices  for 
I  the  Common. wealth?  and  therefore  what  ha  hbeen  given  him  he  may 
i  in  iuftice,honcfty,and  honour  accepr.but  let  us  leave  this  difcourfe,r.Coll, 
I  Z/7^^?r«<?,  wilt  thou  nevei  leave  thy  ft  If  free  from  troablef  what  is  tl>e 
I  occafion  of  your  being  here  ? 

Do  you  not  know,  replyed  L.  Coll.  LiWorne  ,  ask  your  great  Mafterj, 
they  can  beft  inform  you. 

But  doe  you  hear  of  the  blood  that  hathbeen  fhed  of  lace;  ihey  fay  your 
buQlciiath  been  theocca(iof-x)f  it,  I  was  at  Sandmjh^  and  there  I  met 
withfome  cf  their  Letters, finned  wirh  Cri  S^C. 

Youdid  not  findc  my  hand  there,  did  you,  faid  L.  Coll.  Lilhome  ? 
^  No  replyed  Mr.  Tet^rs-,  but  yet  they  fay,  our  are  much  theoccnfion 
of  the  late  Itu  r.    Is  it  wifdome,  becau(e  you  cannot  have  all  done  prefent- 
ly,  according  tc  your  mindes ;  therefore  to  run  out  to  ^ch  courfes  as  will 
tear  all  to  piec;i>  ^  and  uudoe  bothy  our  fclves  and  the  whole  kingdomcf

theoccafion  thereof,  replycd  Lieut.  Coll.  LiWorne }  it  they  deal  with 
others  as  they  deal  with  mc,  there  will  be  occalion  enough  t  rc  long  i'le 
warrant  you ;  for  I  have  been  here  this  three  monctrs  or  up  vvards  ,  and 
iuve  not  as  yet  fecn  accufation,  Accufer,  or  J  ud^e  ,  and  is  this  according 
to  the  LaWs  and  Petition  of  Rii^hr,  which  tney  have  p  ofc  lltd  ar.vi  promi- 
fcd  fo  ofceiTEo.m.''in:ain  ?  I  tell  you  ,they  are  worlc  tyrants  then  the  King, 
whofe  head  they  have  taken  off. 

You  talkeofLawes  and  the  Petition  of  right,  rcplyed  Mr.  Peters^  when 
as  you  will  have  nothing  to  be  law  but  what  pleafes  your  felfe,  and  ferves 
your  own  turne,  and  that  no  longer  neither.  Hath  not  you  your  felfe  ex- 
claimed more  then  any  man  againft  the  Lawes,  Lawyers,  and  their  Courts 
in  the  Kmgs  time^  as  wicked ,  crucU,  ablolute  oppreflive  and  flavifh  ?  yet 
now  youleeme  tocryupthofe  lawes  againe  toftrve  your  owne  turne. 

I  tell  you/aid  Mr.  Peters  (taking  \i^  Ceokes  reports)  thefe  Law  Books 
Licvtenant  Collonell,  doe  undoe  thee,  thon  waft  of  another  minde  to  mjf 
knowledge  not  long  fithencc* 

Law  Bookes  undoe  me  ?  No,  they  doe  or  {hould  keep  us  all  from  un- 
doing, 

:  I  tell  you,  faid  Mr,  Peters ,  there  is  no  Law  in  thee,  for  doe  you  not  fee 
by  daily  experience  and  as  your  feUe  havebrmerly  obferved,  ilmC^okes 
and  Litt/eto^tsopinionSf  and  the  opinions  of  the  Judges  paffe  for  Law  f 
notwithftanding  you  (hall  not  finde  three  of  them  in  one  minde  in  many 
cafes,now  Law  truly  fo  called  is  not  the  opinion  of  this  or  that  man. 

But  what  fay  you  then  to  the  Petition  of  right  and  Magm  Ghana,  arc 
not  thofe  LawPour  Predecelfors  callea  them  Lawes  and  if  they  be  no  Laws 
we  are  in  a  miferable  condition. 

ihave  faid  there  is  no  Law  in  I  tell  you  this  is  my  owne  pri- 

vate opinion  and  I  know  not  three  more  in  EngUndo^  my  minde  in 
this  particular,  it  is  my  opinion  only  I  fay,  for  the  reafons  fore-men- 
tioned. 

No  Law  in  England  1  If  this  be  their  Tenent  and  yours ,  that  are  a  Ica^ 
dingmanamongft  them,thc  Lord  deliver  us;  you  are  all  of  you  a  company 
of  the  very  arranc'ft  Traitors, Rogues, and  Villains  in  the  world  :  did  not 
you  fight  for  the  Laws  of  the  land  ?!  am  fure  you  told  the  people  you  d.d.if 
you  did  not  f  you  have  deceived  the  people :  and  you  have  no  other  way 
orfliiftinthe  world,thatI  know  of  to  faveyour  felves  from  bcin^  "!  rai- 
tors ,  in  taking  of  the  Kings  head ,  but  that  he  endeavoured  the  dcrtrui!ti- 
on  of  the  Laws ,  and  therefore  for  the  peoples  fafc  ty ,  you  were  bou:id  to 
deftroy  him» 

Why,Tfus  is  true,  faid  Mr.?^w/,thif  is  it  indeed  that  made  his  execution 
juft  and  righteous  before  Cod  and  Man  ^  but  y  cc  the  Lawes  were,  and  are 

fomc 


fomcof  them  ,  evill ,  wicked,  and  flavifli,  that  had  by  Win  and  Ws  prc^ 
deccffurs  from  the  ConqucfS  been  forcibly  and  tyrannoufly  impored  on 
us,  and  wee  nor  you  did  noc  fight  for  the  continuation  or  prefervation  of 
them  I  h  p^,  but  to  be  freed  from  them.  Bur  I  pray  you,  L.  Col,  give  mc 
your  dcSnicionof  Law  ;  for  it  maybe  elfeyoumay  miftake and  wrcft 
tny  words. 

I  will  not  give  it  you  in  my  own  fenfe,  the  Parliament  ftiall  give  it  you 
in  their  own  Declaration.  So  turning  to  their  Declaration,  Mr.  Peters 
readit,andfaid,  W  .y^is  this  a  definition  of  Law  ?  CThis  isonely  ade- 
fcription  of  the  benefit,  and  good  efFeds  thereof;  and  all  thefc  gool 
thiUj^s  here  fpokcn ,  doe  we  not  now  enjoy  in  EngUnd  ?  This  is  no  de- 
finition, it  wants  ih^  Gcnpis  an  i  the  other  ingredients  that  make  a  true  de- 
finition :  the  definition  of  La  w  is  rather  (ome  fuch  thing  as  this,  vU,  Rea- 
fon  deduced  and  colleded  from  particular  events ;  For  nccclfity,  you 
know  was,  and  IS  the  mother  of  Law,  evill  manners  are  the  occafion  of 
Lawcs,  and  I  know  no  Common- wealth  this  day  in  the  world ,  that  can 
ftievv  mc  a  Body  of  law  that  will  hold  to  all  changes  that  may  and  wil  hap- 
pen in  a  State:  and  therefore  the  daily  Placats  and  Proclamations,  or  E- 
dicfls  of  the  States  of  HoRand,  pleafcd  me  very  well  when  1  lived  there. 

So  then  it  feems  all  mu^  be  according  to  the  will  of  your  Parliament 
and  ^rmy,  it  fecmes  the  S  word  muft  give  us  Lawes. 

Wny  what  La  vv  hath  chctc  b  .en  m  this  land  heretofore ,  that  was  not 
impofed  by  the  Sword  f  Did  not  the  Norman  thus  impofc  his  flavifh 
Lawes  on  us?  And  what  Law  have  wc  now  that  we  have  not  gotten  and 
preferved  by  the  Sword.  I  tell  you,  the  fvvord  muft  be  in  fome  hand  or  o- 
ther,  to  enforce  theobfervation  of  Laws,or  what  were  you  the  better  for 
Lawfit  is  honeft  an  good  Governours  as  much  as  law$,that  bring  all  thcfc 
benefits  on  a  people  you  read  of  in  the  Parliaments  declaration  :for  if  wic- 
ked debauched  perfons  be  in  place  of  power,  be  the  Lawes  never  fo  many
